Do you know how hurricanes are rated? 


By Mike 
other Nature put on quite 
a show last week. She did it 
with a hurricane called Emilia. 
Emilia is the most powerful 
hurricane.ever recorded in the 
central pacific. At one point 
this monster produced sus- 
tained winds of 160 mph with 
wind gusts of 195 mph. That 
means Emilia was a category 
five hurricane. 
Category five storm's are, 


names they also have num- 
bers. We rank these powerful 
storms on a scale of one to five. 


-It's called the Saffir/Simpson 


le, named for the two men 
who devised it. 

Herbert Saffir, a consulting 
engineer in Coral Gables and 
Robert Simpson, the former 
director of the National Hurri- 
cane Center, came up with the 
scale in 1972. At the time, the 
folks at the hurricane center 
were having difficulty predict- 
ing how much damage to 
expect from different size hur- 
Ticanes. | 

Simpson asked his friend 
Saffir for help. "I looked at the 
problem from a meteorological 


Point of view,” Simpson said. _ 


"Herb looked at it'from an 
engineering angle.” 

Saffir, an authority on 
designing buildings to with- 
stand strong winds, figured out 
what kind of damage to expect 


thankfully, very rare. One two from different wind speeds. 


have ever hit ‘the United 
States, The-Labor Day hurri- 
cane of 1935 struck the Florida 
Keys causing all sorts of dam- 
age and claiming over 400 
lives. 

In 1969, a*hurricane called 
Camille came énshore near 
Gulfport, Miss. with winds of 
200 mph dnd the lowest baro- 
metric reading ever recorded 
in the Gulf of Mexico - 26.73 
inches. By the way, Hurricane 
Andrew was a category four 
storm. 

So hurricanes not only have 


Simpson focused. on meteoro- 
logical details such as the 
potential storm surge from 
various size hurricanes, 

Both men not only knew 
their subjects they both had 
first-hand experiences with 
hurricanes, Saffir had survived 
two storms. The first in his 
native Corpus Christi, Texas 
when he was a child, and the 
other was in 1947, shortly 
after he moved to Dade Coun- 
ty. 

Simpson probably knew 
more about hurricanes than 


anyone else'in the world when 
he was appointed as the very 
first director of the National 


Hurricane Center in 1955. He @ 


got that knowledge by’ observ- 
ing hurricanes up close as a 
veteran of scores of military 
flights into storms. - 

The‘two men put their heads 
and their experiences together 
to come up with a scale that we 
now take for granted. The 
scale classifies hurricane wind 


speeds and tries to détermine @ 


what kind of damage a particu: 
lar storm might produce, 

For example, a category one 
hurricane has winds ranging 
from 74 to 95 mph, According 
to the Saffir/Simpson scale, the 
damage from those winds 
would be minimal. TV anten- 
nas, power lines and small 
trees could be knocked down. , 

A category three hurricane, 
however, would cause much 
more damage. Winds from a 
category three may reach 130 
mph, Winds that high could 
cause structural damage to 
homes and buildings. 

Since its inception over 20 
years ago, the Saffir/Simpson 
scale has turned out to be an 
excellent predictor of hurricane 
damage. Safety officials havea 


pretty good idea of what to 


expect in their area before the 
storm hits thanks to the efforts 
of an engineer and a meteorol- 
ogist,

Interdiction is essential in war on drugs

A recently released study by the Rand Corpo- 
ration proposes to solve the nation's drug prob- 
lem by spending more money on treatment and 
by spending next to nothing on drug interdiction 
and law enforcement. This will not work and 
here is why. 

The Rand study assumes that drug interdic- 
tion does not work. The reality is that cutting 
interdiction will make drugs easier to obtain. 

“Studies show that for every $1 invested in inter- 
diction, $20 worth of drugs is kept off our 
streets,/ > 

Since first becoming involved in the drug war, 
military-assisted drug interdiction efforts have 
produced remarkable results. In 1990, only 10 
kilos of drugs per day were disrupted; by 1993 

the total was almost 500 kilos of drugs per day. 

For an expenditure of 0.5 percent of the total 

defense budget, military assistance in interdic- 

tion has helped double law enforcement agen- 
cies’ successes every year. 

f study also assumes that cuts in drug 

interdiction and law. enforcement can be made 


painlessly by those looking for more money for 
treatment. Again, not true. These cuts increase 
the availability of drugs, reduce street prices, 
and create more first time users, Plus, they send 
the signal to drug traffickers that our borders 
are open again#We should never go back to the 
1970s and 1980s, when border states such as 
Florida were practically a free-trade zone for the 
drug lords. 

And finally, many believe that if offered treat- 
ment, drug addicts will accept and turn their 
lives around. Not true. Statistics show that only 
one in four hard-core users can be successfully 
treated, and there currently is no proven method 
for treating cocaine addicts. Unfortunately, get- 
ting addicts into treatment is not the same as 
getting ı addicts off of drugs. 

Like it or not, in a time of tight budgets, many 

regard overall drug spending asa sero: sum 
game. 
While more treatment is a good idea, it cannot 
be done at the expense of law enforcement and 
supply reduction resources. Slashing drug inter- 
diction and crime fighting is a prescription for 
failure. The only way to truly treat drug addic- 
tion is to reduce the supply of drugs through 
drug interdiction. 


Floridians will go to the polls November 8 
to choose new leaders and decide important 
constitutional issues. They will elect a gover- 
nor and fill seats in the state Legislature, Con- 
gress, local offices and the state Cabinet. This 
information is presented to help you meet your 
responsibility to participate in these decisions. 


Election dates are: 
‘First Primary: September 8 
Second Primary: October 4 
General Election: November 8. 


The deadline for registering is August 8 for 
the primaries, October 11 for the general elec- 
tion. Registering takes a few minutes and.re- 
quires only dne form of identification. You can 
do this at the office of your county Supervisor: 
of Elections. If it's been more than five years 
since you voted, your name probably has béen 
purged from the voter rolls and you'll need to 
register again. It’s also necessary to inform 
voting officials about a change of address, 
which may change your voting district. 

If you are going to be out of your precinct

on election day or can't get to the polls because 
of physical limitations or lack of transporta- 
tion, you can request an absentee ballot, 
which must be returned before 7 p.m. on elec- 
tlon day to be counted. , 

Primary elections determine the nominees 
of political parties for the decisive general elec- 
tion. You can only vote for candidates repre- 
senting the party you are registered with. For 
example, if you are a Republican, your ballot 
will only show the names of the Republican 
candidates. : 

The second primary is held only if no can- 
didate receives a majority of the votes in the 
first primary. Not all races will require a 
runoff. In the general election you can vote for 
anyone you choose regardless, of _ Party 
affiliation.
